In the case of the broken cobweb, 
the police initially were at a loss to 
discover how the peculiar V-shaped 
wounds on the victim’s head were 
inflicted. The trail'led to an old 
cistern, Cobwebs covered the wooden 
lid, At the right hand side the cob- 
webs had been broken, The lid was 
lifted, Inside was found a knobbed 
bludgeon, wrapped in blood-stained 
brown paper, The bludgeon consisted 
of a piece of lead piping, wedged jnto 
which were two or three pieces of 
wood. A search of the suspects house 
revealed that a piece of pipe which 
normally projected from the outside of 
the house had been sawn off. Further 
investigation proved that the piece of 
pipe found in the cistern matched and 
fitted exactly into the space provided 
by the missing piece outside the house. 
The evidence was conclusive. 

Even more astounding was the 
evidence provided by the blade of 
grass. The defence had endeavored 
to prove that the tragedy for which 
the prisoner was in the dock charged 
with murder was due wholly to an 
accident, It was a case of alleged 
poisoning of a two-year-old child by 
an unmarried mother, The prosecu- 
tion then produced its sensation, A 
scientist was called, He produced a 
blade of grass in a cardboard box. He 
had poured over it a similar disinfect- 
ant used to poison the infant, He had 
kept the blade of grass exposed to 
the open air for over four weeks, but 
it still bore the smell of ithe poison. 
The smell Corresponded to the poison 
recovered from the child's stomach. 
The jury brought in a verdict of guilty, 

It will be recalled that a half-burnt 
bloodstained match was sufficient to 
send John Robinson the Charing Cross 
trunk murderer, to the gallows. Here 
again it was a case of concentrated 
detective work on apparently insigni- 
ficant details, But for the minutest 
search of the murderer's office by a 
sleuth from Scotland Yard, and the 
discovery of the match in a waste- 
paper basket before the janitor had 
cleared it of rubbish, it is probable 
that John Robiason would ‘be a free 
man to this day.

tary education and has spent his life 
as a farmer or a clerk or a mechanic, 
They failed to understand thai heredity 
is the strongest sIngle force in shaping 
and directing human life and that edu. 
cation and training can neither add”to 
nor subtract from tha native power 
or ability with whica every human 
being is endowed at birth. 

“They failed to understand, what we 
now know without a doubt, 
average of human intelligence is low 
compared with its maximum; that not 
less than 30 per cent, of the total 
population of our country cannot 
profit from the ordinary academic 
course in our high schools, and that 
a considerable proportion of this 30 
per cent. is unable to complete an 
ordinary elementary school course. 

‘This does not mean that the sv 
per cent, comprising the least intelli- 
gent part of the population is not 
entitled to as good an education as 
the more intelligent 60 or 70 per cent.

and the wheels of industry would be 
turning at a speed which would be al- 
most imperceptible, 

That this is so is demonstrated in 
recently published figures which show 
that 75 per cent, of the retail value, or 
$66.000,000 worth of washing machines 
‘re purchased on the time payment 
pian; 65 per cent. of the vacuum clean. 
ers, 80 per cent, of the phonographs 
and 40 per cent. of the piano sales 
were made on the same basis, It Is 
estimated per cent. of the 
automobiles sold in 1925, representing 
a valuation of over two billion dollars, 
were sold in like manner. 

it has been suggested that the easy 
payment plan, in addition to provid- 
ing a great stimulus to trade has also 
resulted in an improvement of the 
quality of the goods sold under this 
method, because the manufacturer is 
obliged to build an article which will 
at least stand up until it has been 
paid for, and not only must he do that 
but he must turn out an article which 
will last for years beyond that time, 
otherwise he will soon lose the market 
to a competitor.
